Magistrate Wheeler holds that the 
claim is exorbitant: in fact, that it i> 
for more than twice the cost of the 
work done according to an estimate 
of a special engineer, who was em- 
ployed to go over the road construct- 
ed at Magistrate Wheeler's personal 
expense. 

It is said that other members of 
the Court will join with Magistrate 
Wheeler, at the next meeting of the 
court, in his opposition to the allow- 
ance of the claim. 

The work involved was on the Fair- 
mount ami Floyd's Fork road, the 
contract for which was awarded the 
Derrett% Construction Company in 
April.

S2S,0O0. 

The discrepancy in estimates 
caused the employment of an engin- 
eer by Mr. Wheeler. The fourth 
estimate put the cost at less than 
110,000.

I Going to The Legislature Forty Years Ago. |

In 1809 .loshua B. Parks, John Do' 
ney and I. L. Hvatt were Democratic 
candidates for the Legislature 
.I»iTerson county. During the son 
what heated campaign, which these 
tentlemen stirred Dp, an old m; 
the lioston precinct, where 1 was 
horn, reared and then lived, said: 
'•Polk, why don't you run:'" I wee. 
then a younn man, just beginning to 
practice law. was not known to the 
people of the county and I told him 
that my time would come later if 
indeed, it ever came at all. It is 
true that I had an inclination toward 
politics, and when delegates were 
chosen tor the county convention tn 
be held at Jeffersontown to nominate 
a candidate for the Legislature in 
that year. I was one of the Hire, 
chosen, my brother. .1. S. Johnson, 
and the late James F. ttobbs, being 
the other two delegates for the Bos- 
ton precinct. The convention 
in a church at the corner of the main 
street and the Taylorsville road 
have an impression that the s 
building is now used by the colored 
people as a meeting house, but 
lie mistaken. However that mai 
1 wish to go upon record as beinj 
posed to the use of any church In 
ing for the holding of political 
ventions or political meetings of 

There were but two candidates 
fore the convention. Mr. Parks an. I 
Mr. Downey, Mr. Hyatt having con- 
cluded to run as an independent can- 
duate. He and Mr. Parks were 
r.eighbors and if they did not vote in 
the same precinct, were certainly 
near to each other. Our delegation 
from the Boston precinct supported 
Mr. Downey, of M iddletown, who was 
our neighbor, and 1. as spokesman, 
cast our three votes for him on all 
preliminary motions and on the tin.!! 
ballot. Mr. Parks was nominated bv 
a fair majority ot the convention, 
was subsequently elected and made a
